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Market  Summary 

UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  January 
1980  totaled  71.4  million  pounds.   Deliveries 
were  up  3.7  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  9.4  million  pounds  above  the  same 
month  of  the  previous  year. 

During  January,  64.8  million  pounds  of 
producer  milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  —  up 
4.6  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month 
and  up  5.9  million  pounds  from  December  1979. 
The  percentage  of  producer  milk  in  Class  1 
was  90.78%  in  January  compared  to  88.95%  the 
previous  month  and  95.01%  a  year  ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
January  was  $13.88  per  cwt.  —  up  7  cents 
from  December  1979  and  70  cents  above 
January  1979. 

TAHPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  51.4  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  January  1980.   Producer 
milk  deliveries  were  up  4.0  million  poiinds 
from  December  and  were  up  0.7  million  pounds 
from  January  1979. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
and  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform 
price  to  producers  totaled  46.1  million 
pounds.   Class  I  producer  milk  totaled  41.5 
million  pounds  in  December  1979  and  46.5 
million  pounds  during  January  a  year  ago. 
Class  I  milk  was  89.69%  of  the  total  producer 
milk  during  January  1980  compared  to  87.62% 
last  month  and  91.72%  during  January  of  last 
year. 

The  uniform  price  per  cwt.  for  January 
milk  was  $13.95,  an  (Continued  on  page  7) 


The  Dairy  Price 
Support    Program 


Under  the  dairy  price  support  program 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  through  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  (CCC) ,  stands 
ready  to  purchase  butter,  nonfat  dry  milk  and 
cheese  at  prices  which  should  enable  processors 
to  return  at  least  the  announced  support  price 
to  their  manufacturing  milk  farmers.   The 
current  price  support  for  milk  of  3.5%  butter- 
fat  is  $11.22.   When  this  price  was  announced 
on  October  1  of  last  year  it  represented  80% 
of  parity. 

In  recent  months  purchases  by  CCC  under 
the  price  support  program  have  been  running 
substantially  higher  than  at  this  time  last 
year.   During  the  month  of  January  of  this 
year  CCC  purchased  nearly  27  million  pounds 
of  butter.   In  contrast,  butter  purchases 
last  January  were  slightly  more  than  9  million 
pounds.   The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
purchased  35  million  pounds  of  nonfat  dry  milk 
in  January  of  this  year,  as  compared  to  only 
3.2  million  pounds  during  January  of  last  year. 
Cheese  purchases  during  January  1980  were  18 
million  pounds  while  at  this  time  last  year  CCC 
purchased  no  cheese  under  the  support  program. 

Under  the  current  Dairy  Price  Support  law 
the  Secretary  is  required  to  adjust  the  price 
support  level  six  months  after  the  beginning 
of  the  marketing  year  to  reflect  any  increase 
that  has  occurred  in  the  index  of  prices  paid 
by  farmers  (the  parity  index).   The  marketing 
year  began  on  October  1,  1979,  and,  therefore, 
this  semi-annual  adjustment  will  come  on 
April  1,  1980.   In  January  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  estimated  that  the  semi-annual 
adjustment  would  result  in  a  price  support 
increase  of  at  least  74  cents  per  hundred- 
weight.  There  is  an  indication  now  that  this 
estimate  is  probably  (Continued  on  page  6)

January  milk  production  LOtaled 
10.3  billion  pounds  compared  with  10.0 
billion  pounds  for  January  1979.   Pro- 
duction per  cow  averaged  951  pounds, 
up  28  pounds  from  a  year  earlier  and 
38  pounds  from  January  1978.   Total 
milk  cows  averaged  10.8  million  head, 
slightly  below  last  year. 

Milk  production  during  1979  to- 
taled 124  billion  pounds,  2  percent 
above  the  1978  estimate  of  122  billion 
pounds.

low,  but  based  on  the  7A  cent 
estimate,  the  support  price 
would  increase  to  $11.96  per 
hundredweight  on  April  1. 

Wliile  the  dairy  price 
support  program  directly  sup- 
ports only  manufacturing  milk 
prices,  all  dairy  farmers  de- 
livering to  plants  regulated 
by  the  Federal  Order  program 
are  affected  by  the  price  sup- 
port program.   This  is  because 
all  class  prices  under  Federal 
milk  orders  are  based  on 
prices  paid  at  manufacturing 
milk  plants  in  the  Minnesota  & 
Wisconsin  area.   The  prices 
paid  at  manufacturing  plants 
in  these  two  states  are  direct- 
ly influenced  by  the  price  sup- 
port level.   Use  of  the 
Minnesota-Wisconsin  price  series 
in  all  Federal  milk  orders  pro- 
vides coordination  between  the 
milk  order  and  price  support 
programs  and  assists  in  carrying 
out  the  objective  of  supporting 
the  price  of  all  milk.   Through 
this  price  coordination,  the 
Secretary  can  adjust  support 
prices  upward  or  downward  with 
the  knowledge  that  changes  will 
be  reflected  in  prices  to  pro- 
ducers delivering  Grade  A  milk 
to  Federally  regulated  plants, 
as  well  as  to  producers  of 
manufacturing  grade  milk. 

GEORGIA  HEARING  SCHEDULED 

The  Department  of  Agri- 
culture has  announced  a  public 
hearing  on  proposed  amendments 
to  the  Georgia  milk  order.   The 
hearing  will  be  held  on  March  12, 
1980,  beginning  at  9:30  A.M.  at 
the  Olde  English  Inn,  Decatur, 
GA. 

The  hearing  was  requested 
by  Dairymen,  Inc.,  a  cooperative 
association  representing  a 
majority  of  the  GA  order  pro- 
ducers.  D.I.  has  proposed  that 
the  current  Class  I  base  plan 
be  replaced  by  seasonal  base- 
excess  plan,  beginning 
September  1,  1980. 


Farm  Costs  and  Prices* 

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  DOWN  ^  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  7  POINTS 

The  January  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  decreased  4 
points  (2  percent)  to  234  percent  of  its  January-December  1967  av- 
erage, according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Contributing  most  to 
the  decrease  since  December  were  lower  prices  for  corn,  eggs,  whe^t , 
soybeans,  turkeys  and  cattle.   Higher  prices  for  broilers,  rice  and 
calves  were  partially  offsetting.   The  index  was  2  points  (.9  per- 
cent) above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and  Ser- 
vices, Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  January  15  was  267, 
up  7  points  (3  percent)  from  mid-December.   The  annual  updating  of 
the  index  for  interest,  taxes,  and  farm  services  and  cash  rent 
along  with  higher  prices  for  fuels,  feeder  livestock  and  motor  sup- 
plies were  major  contributors  to  the  increase.   The  January  index 
was  32  points  (14  percent)  above  a  year  earlier. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of 
Prices  Paid,  including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  88    | 
for  the  month  of  January  1980.   The  ratio  was  down  4  points  from 
the  previous  month  and  down  11  points  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  69.5  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  January  1980. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month,  re- 
ceipts of  producer  milk  were  up  2.9 
million  pounds  and  1.9  million 
pounds  below  January  1979. 

In  the  January  equalization 
pool,  65.6  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I 
producer  milk  was  up  4.2  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was 
0.4  million  pounds  below  January 
1979.   Class  I  milk  was  94.37%  of 
the  total  during  January  compared 
to  92.11%  the  previous  month  and 
92.44%  during  January  of  the 
previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  January  milk 
was  $14.26  per  cwt.   The  uniform 
price  was  up  9  cents  from  December 
and  87  cents  above  January  1979. 

PRODUCER  SUMMARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  439  producers  delivered 
192.3  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool  plants.   This  compared  to 
437  producers  and  181.8  million 
pounds  during  the  previous  month, 
and  411  producers  and  184.1  mil- 
lion pounds  during  January  1979. 
Producer  milk  deliveries  in 
January  were  up  5.8%  from 
December  and  were  4.4%  above 
January  of  last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery 
per  producer  was  13,883  pounds 
per  day  for  all  producers  de- 
livering to  plants  under  Federal 
Orders  6,  12  and  13.   The  average 
daily  delivery  per  producer  was 
9,923  pounds  under  Order  No,  6, 
11,947  pounds  under  Order  No.  12, 
and  29,501  pounds  under  Order 
No.  13.
